FLOUR & SUGA 
HOARDED CAN BE 
TAKEN THURSDAY 


Final Warning Issued From Ot- 
tawa—Large Supplies Already 
Turned Back 


OTTAWA, Ont., May 13.—The Can- 
ada food board, in a statement issued 
today, reminds the public that the 


clause providing for seizure and for- 
feiture of holdings of flour and sugar 
in excess of the quantities prescribed 
by the board, comes into effect at mid- 
night on Wednesday of this week, Af- 
ter that time flour and sugar in ex- 
cess of the quantities prescribed in the 
food board's order of April 26 and 
April °6 may be seized and forfelted. 
In ad@ition, any person holding excess 
quantities of either flour or sugar is 
liable to a fine of not less than $100. 

Reports just recelved from different 
parts of Canada show that! arge sup- 
plies of both flour and sugar have al- 
ready been turned back to dealers, in 
compliance with the order. It 1s ex- 
pected that very.much larger quanti- 
tles will be returned during the next 
two days to dealers, as arranged by 
the food board, 

It is pointed out that the order ap- 
plies to all holdings of flour and sug- 
ar, no matter when or how purchased, 
and that the police authorities 
throughout Canada are prepared to 
co-operate fully with the food board 
in seeing that the law is enforced, 

Apparently there has been some 
misunderstanding as to the use of the 
expfession ‘‘cane sugar.’ This in- 
cludes all sugars made from sugar 
cane or sugar beets, the expression 
“beet sugar’ being a popular name for 
cane sugar made from beets

The ex- 
pense money is seldom !f ever sufli- 
cient, and the time the men are ta- 
ken from the work of seeding cannot 
be replaced even when they are allow- 
ed to return either temporarily or per- 
manently. 
Two Typical Cases 

Two typical cases from Grande 
Prairie were brought to the attention 
of The Bulletin on Monday, One man 
has been a homesteader at Grande 
Prairie for seven years. He volun- 
teered for militory service in 1915, but 
was refused as physicaliy unfit. In 
March last, he went before the medi- 
cal board sitting at Gran’ Prairie 
and was again pronounced unfit, He 
had been farming a quarter section, 
hut on the assurance that he would 
not bea called upon for service, he 
bought an adjoining half section, on 
which he made a first payment and 
also bought a tractor. He had a 
large amount of his original quarter 
section fall plowed and when seeding 
opened about April 25 he began to put 
in wheat, On May 9 he had about 
75 acres of wheat sown and hoped to 
seed a further equal amount. On 
Thursday evening, May 9, he received 
notice by mail that he was to report 
in Edmonton for medical examination 
on May He took the train on the 
morning of the 10th. He was given} 
transportation to Edmonton and $10 
cash, He arrived at Hdmonton at 11 
p.m, Saturday. He was medically ex- 
amined on Monday (the third time) 
and the previous examinations con- 
firmed, He is allowed to return. to 
Grande Prairie, He will have been 
absent eight full days, besides the cast 
of living over the $10 cash which he 
received, Hight days out of wheat 
seeding on Grande Prairie may very 
well mean the loss of crop sown after- 
wards, 

Another homesteader from Grande 
Prairie who has three quarter sec- 
| tions of land, of which 210 acres was 
fall plowed, was ordered to report at 
Edmonton on May 6 by a letter which 
reached him on the 6th, after the 
train that brought it had pulled out 
on the return trip. 

His live stock comprised 15 work 
horses and 60 head of cattle. He al- 
ready had 175 acres of wheat sown. 
He employed one man, This man had 
offered for service in Vancouver and 
been refused as medically unfit. He 
had been again examined tn March 
last at Grande Praire and again de- 
clared unfit. His disability comprised 
the results of a broken leg, a broken 
arm and a dislocated shoulder. He 
took Friday's train from Grande 
Prairie, arrived in Edmonton Satur- 
day night, was medically examined on 
|Monday and _ rejected, but cannot 
reach home until Friday night next, 
He is out his expenses for eight days

Board Agree on Transfer of 
Site for Veterans’ Memorial 


Trustees to Exchange College as Property for Old Hos- 
pital Site and Sixty Years’ Lease of Patricia Square 
Ground—O.K. of Council All That Is Needed for Re- 
turned Men to Go Ahead with Plans for Buildings 


An agreement on the Great War} 
Veterans’ application for the College} 
Ave, site has been arrived at by the 
school board and the committee of 
the city council, as the result of the 
special meeting of the board on Mon- 
day evening, when the council com- 
mittee also attended The agreement 
of exchange as drawn up will be sub- 
mitted to council tonight, and if ap- 
proved, the Veterans will be able to 
go right ahead with their scheme for 
buildings, either permanent or tem- 
porary, und the subsequent transfer of 
their headquarters to the location. 

The exchange as now agreed is that 
the school board will ‘hand over the 
College Ave. site to the city, and in 
return will receive the old hospital site 
on Boyle and Kinistino, and a 60- 
years’ lease of the Patricia Square site 
where the Technical school now 
stands, including as much of the park 
as possible, provided the city can over- 
come the dedication clause in the deed 
of gift to the city of the Patricia 
Square that it must be used solely for 
park purposes. If it is found impos- 


sible on the part of the city to over- 
clause in the 


come the dedication 
Patricia Square agreement, then the 
city will, in piace of this property, 


transfer to the school board what is 
practically the north half of the 101st 
street market site, which will leave 
the city four lots where the market 
building now stands, that is, four lots 
the width and depth of the property. 
Trustecs Maintain Ground 

Throughout ‘the deliberations, the 
board held to their main contention 
that they had to receive in exchange 
something which was going to be of 
reasonable value as a Technical school 
site, 

Chairman Rea said that were it not! 
for the veterans and the desire to ac- 
cede t» their request, he would not 
vote to either sell or exchange the 
College Ave. property, taking into ac- 
count its value for school purposes. 

The school board had before them 
the report of the joint committee 
meeting when it was recommended 
that the board should receive the oid 
hospital site and the Peace Ave. prop- 
erty from the city in exchange, There 
was also the report from the delega- 
tion which attended the last meeting 
of the city council, when no altera- 
tion to the committee repart could be 
secured,

the College Ave, property for a Tech- 
nical school site, save the 101st street 
market property. Frankly, he had to 
say that the school board members on 
the joint commitee were not satisfied 
with the previous agreement, but it 
was a case of something having to be 
done. Why could not the city offer 
the other half of the 101st street mar- 
ket site?

On the advice of Trustee Bighop, the 
words, ‘if the city cannot, eVen with 
legislative authority, obtain the Pa- 
tricia Square site,” then the alterna- 
tive choice will be made.

FIRE SCARE 
IN WEST END 
APARTMENT 


‘‘Albany’’ Is Somewhat Damaged 
and Tenants Flee—Janitor Is 
Severely Burned 


Boosting Production 


Fire in a room on the top floor of 
the Albany Apartments, corner of 
125th street and 110th avenue, a few 
minutes before seven o'clock Monday 
night, caused several hundred dollars’ 
worth of damage and a whole lot of 
The 
fire, which is believed to have origi- 
nated in sotne way from the electric 
wiring, started in a room the occu- 
pant of which was absent and, after 
smoldering In the partitions next the 
chimney for some time, made so thick 
a smoke that the smell penetrated to 
other parts of the building. 

It was apparently discovered simul. 
taneously by several people at once, 
for while telephone calls reported the 
fire to the department an alarm was) 
turned in which brought the appara- 
tus to the spot on the gallop. 

Meanwhile that part of the West 
End was in a whirl of excitement. The 
building is a frame structure, of three 
floors, containing a dozen or more 
flats, and they are all occupled. The 
fire occurred while most of them were | 
having supper, and there was a hasty | 
exodus on the part of the tenants. | 

Daniel Campbell, the janitor of the 


the time, and, running to the scene of | 
the fire, entered the room where it 
was blazing and pluckily attempted 
to extinguish it single-handed. The 
fire had gotten under too much head- 
way for that, and the janitor, after 
suffering severe burns on the face} 
and hands, was obliged to retire in} 
tavor of the regular firemen, who had | 
by this time arrived on the spot. So| 
badly was Campbell burned that hoe 
Was taken to the Royal Alexandra 
hospital for treatment. 

The brigade had a lively little tus- 
sle before they managed to subdue 
the flames, which damaged a num- 
ber of rear rooms on the top floor. 
Smoke and water did more injury to | 
the premises below. A‘number of the 
tenants hurriedly moved out a portion 
of their furniture and belongings and 
the streets were piled up with mis- 


The actual damage was estimated 
to be between $600 and $600, but the 
injury to household goods and the 
feneral scare were appraised at a 
liigher figure by those who went 
through it, Most of the tenants of 
the Albany slept under their own root 
as usual last night, but a number of 
those living on the upper floors had 
to seek other accommodation,

“No one realizes more keenly than 
does the fuel controller that depriving 
the people of the West of anthracite 
coal ts a matter involving very con- 
siderable inconvenience and in many 
cases hardship. On the other hand, 
people in the New England States last 
winter were paying $20 a cord for 
wood, and the coal businets had been 
reduced to deliveries in 190 pound 
lots. The large cities in the Eastern

with argument and evasion. Every 
man is entitled to free speech and to 
make public his opinions on matters 
relating to public good, provided ha 
criticizes in the interest of 
As for suppressing truth, vou 
will probably remember what Jcnn 
Milton said: ‘Let both sides out.” 
Whoever heard of truth being beaten 
in a fair fight?

The Gillies 
farm hag become noted for its hous, 
but it is being developed on an a'l- 
round mixed farming basis, with the 
preference to the branches aleve 
named, The first three years or 0 
the owner spent in preparing and 
building his plant, which he planaed 
on a very extensive scale, and wile 
it was extensive, it also proved to 
expensive, But the original cost mw 
now justified itself in that the farm Is 
making very legitimate returns on the 
investment. Although it is figured 
that these are exceptional years for 
the farmer, Capiain Gillies figu-es 
that he has his venture on a sound 
working basis now, even if the pri.ts 
do drop. 

Each year more of the farm is being 
broken up and next year will see ihe 
entire farm under cultivation, ag the 
cecntract has been let for the br vax- 
ing of the last 200 or so acres, Thero 
are 1}064 acres in the farm, and of 


Crops and Livestock Specialized in 


this 973 can be cultivated; the 
mainder {s wood land which will ve 
preserved, 

The success of this enterprise is at- 
tributed to having a definite principle 
and thus attaining definite resil-s, 
The plang as laid by this young owner 
when he bought Bonnie Brae have 
been fairly well followed, with the 
exception of the breeding of re- 
mounts. This was given up before it 
was begun as being impracticable, 

Book-Keeping Big Factor 

Not a Ititle of the success that nus 
now come to the Gillies farm !s due 
to the firm polloy of book-keeping 
that has been evolved and followed, 
and to the policy of dividing the var- 
fous activities into departments aud 
making each department show actu%l 
dollars and cents reasons for its ex.st- 
ence. Every quart of milk that :s 
sent to the house and every bit of 
cream that goes te the breakfast ta- 
ble, ie marked down in the da'ly 
chart. Every bag of chop that is ta- 
ken to the pig lot is marked down and 
debtited in this way, Every hov:se 
; must pay for his board and every time 
a team goes out to work it ts debit- 
ed against the field in which it works, 
Thus the exact price of raising a «rop 
in any field can be estimated at a 
moment's nvtice, and this will include 
everything from the manuring of the 
field to the final threshing and .na-- 
keting of the grain. 

This complete cost system has been 
evolved and perfected by Captain Gil- 
lies and Egbert Owens, the farm mai:- 


| ager, to whom is given much credit

for the success both of the book-eep- 
ing system and the actual farmi?.z, es- 
pecially during the absence of Caytain 
Gillies, who enlisted shortly after the 
outbreak of the war, He was over- 
seas more than two years, and du.iig¢ 
that time his mother, Mrs, Gillies, and 
Owens maniged the farm entire- 
y. 

Work Is Thoroughly Successful 

Although this young man went on 
to the Bonnie Brae farm with little or 
no experience in farming, he has 
shown his intensty of purpose by make 
ing it thoroughly successful. Nhey 
own the best hogs in Western Cana it 
and have one of the biggest hog 
ranches of these parts, They are also 
going into the scientific raising of 
crops and are not only determined to 
make two blades grow where one grew 
before, but are determined, as gvod 
farmers ever are, that this shall ot 
be by taking more out of the soil than 
{gs given back, Experiments are tried 
on certain of the fields each year and 
if they prove out are accepted, Las: 
year the wheat crop was not up to 
the usual, but there was an average 
of 26 bushels to the acre. Oats ivcr- 
aged 65 bushels over 167 acres ind 
barley 48 over 103 acres. The barley 
average was exceptionally good, 

The 10-hour day is part of the -ys- 


tem at this farm, This applies to both 
men and horses and only ocoasionally 
is thie rule broken at a time of spe- 
cial stiess. Further carrying out the 
systematising of the business of farm- 
ing, & survey is being made this year 
of each field, a history of what it has 
donc each year will be recorded and 
the record will be kept each year sy 
that definite information can be ob- 
tained at any time and results com- 
pared, 

In the centre of the barnyard aa of- 
fice has been fitted up and from a 
to this radiate all the activities of ths 
farm, While each department ts re 
sponsible for its own working, it is in 
turn responsible to the office. Tho 
whole scheme is being worked out as 
any large manufacturing or other up. 
to-date business of the elty is conduct. 
ed, At the end of the month each de- 
partment totals up its accounts and 
at the end of the year the books re 
made up to show the profit or loss of 
each department. 

There are four stationary engines on 
the place for cutting, power pumping 
lighting, ete., and these are under the 
care of an engineer who is responsible 
for all the engines on the place, all the 
repairs, oll, gasoline, ete As s00n as 
the chop is cut it is put on the scales

partment where ic is needed. All grain

that is fed on the place is crushed to 
get rid of the noxious weeds, 
System Is Great Time-Saver 

Although there is necessarily a great 
deal of detail to the sygtem as invent- 
ed for the operation of the Bonnie 
Brae farsa, the management fg satis- 
fied that once worked out, it is prov- 
ing a great time-saver and makes the 
operation of the farm simpler as well 
as more effective. , 

All the seed for the farm was 
bouhet this year and this. included 
1,000 bushels of oats, 350 bushels of 
wheat and a similar amount of barley. 
There will also be about 60 acres of 
timothy put in this season, After this 
year there will be no more wild pas- 
ture and then !{t is planned to put in 
a pasture of peas, oats and barley and 
turn it in each year, It is consdered 
that this will keep down the weeds 
and keep the soil in good shape. 

Root Acreage Large 

Last year six acres of roots, includ- 
ing turnips, mangels and potatoes, 
were harvested. This yeur it is the 
intention to increase the amount of 
potatoes a# they are cheaper to grow 
and as @atisfactory for feed in many 
cases. There are three root-houses on 
the farm, and in these the roots are 
kept in splendid condition and are be- 
ing fed now to the hogs and cattle. 
There will be enough to last the sum- 
mer, 

In summer the brood sows get no 
grain. All! feed for the hogs is soak- 
ed and one part of tankage is added 
to about twelve of grain. One hun- 
dred and twenty young animals are 
being prepared for the market at the 
present time. 

There is a reason for the reputation 
that the Gillies farm has attained for 
its hogs. They have been breeding up 
and carefully selecting their breeding 
stock ever since they went onto the 
Place seven years ago. In addition to 
that, they have been able to import 
the best stock in America. Last year 
Captain Gillies bought the Champion 
Esrkshire boar of the Chicago In- 
ternational, ‘‘Doubles Majestic.” He 
also bought from the same firm, C, I{ 
Hood, of Lowell, Mass., several pure- 
bred sows, three of which were bred 
to “Doubles Majestic’ at the time. 
Thetr Berkshire hogs have advertised 
themselves everywhere they have been 
sold to breeders. They are breeding 
towards the American type, the short 
up-turned nose. 

Yorkshires are just as popular with 
the Gillies management as the Ber‘- 
shires, and an equal number of brood 
sows are kept in each breed. 

In the first place, the Yorkshire is 
very much more prolific and raises 
much larger litters. One Yorkshire 
SOW on this farm had a litter of twen- 
ty this spring, and of é@hese nineteen 
lived. Al#o, the York that is being 
developed at this farm !s a very long 
and deep type. Both breeds of hogs 
are put in the feed lots and sold at the 
same age-—6% to 7 months, when they 
tip the scales at 200 to 250 pounds, 
All the hogs on the place are pure- 
bred, but only the very best are sold 
for breeding stock. It is found that 
the purebred stock can be prepared 
for market easier than the grade stuff 
and {t te the intention of the owner 
to be able to sell a carload a month, 
This may vary a little with the season, 
however; as it has not been found 
profitable to have the sows farrow in 
the dead of winter. 

In housing the hogs, the colony 
housesshaye been found the most sat- 
isfactory, They prove to be ideal in 
winter, especially in caring for the 
brood sows, and in the feeding of lit- 
ters, The herd on this farm has got 
to the stage now where the owner 
finds that he cau breed better females 
than he can buy. 

The market for the Gillles hogs ex- 
tends all over the province. There are 
between 500 and 600 on the place now, 
and it is the Intention of Captain Gil- 
lies to raise the limit to 1,500, They 
lost,only one ied ribbon for Berk- 
shires at the Soring Show held in Ed- 
monton Easter week, The imported 
boar took Championship and they 
also took Championship for Berk sow. 


Shorthorn Herd 

“Lavender Premier’ heads the 
Shorthorn herd of the Bonnie Brae 
farm, and a splendid type of animal 
he is. He was offered for sale by John 
Miller at the Calgary bull sale a year 
ago, and bought in by Mr. Owens, the 
manager. There are purebred 
Shorthorns in the herd and a number 


oo 


of grades. There are some very good 
looking calves this year, and they 
range in age from one day to six 


months. The herd is being bulit up 
by the usual process of elimination. 
All the best heifors are kept each year, 

The work on the place is done by 
the Clyde horses, mostly grades They 
also breed their own horses and own 
their own purebred stallion. 

The poultry plant has been entirely 
dropped, as It proved unprofitable, 
and only such birds as are required for 
the use of the farm are harbored, This 
department wae closed out last fall at

Courage Versus Indifference. 

The Saskatoon Daily Star 
(Unionist), says ‘‘it would take 
“courage to remove the duties on 
‘“‘agricultural implements. ” Per- 
haps so. But it takes a callous in- 
difference to the national inter- 
ests and to world hunger not to 
do it. 


Outspoken at Least. 

Colonel Currie, M.P., demands 
a 10% increase in the tariff. Can- 
ada, he says, cannot get any ter- 
ritory as a result of the war, and 
our only chance of indemnity lies 
im business expansion. Wherefore 
—raise the tariff and develop 
manufacturing interests for the 
future conquest of foreign mar- 
kets. The colonel is at least can- 
did about it. He makes no hypo- 
critical pretense as trying to ‘‘win 
the war’’ by raising the duties. It 
is the economic results he is after, 
and he says so plainly. There are, 
of course, people who will dis- 
agree with his proposal ; who will 
think it a poor sort of compensa- 
tion for the sacrifice the Canadian 
people are making to preserve the 
liberty of the world that they 
should be put into economic slav- 


ery for the enrichment of the com- | 


paratively small class of Cana- 
dians engaged in manufacturing 
industry—the class in the com- 
munity, by the way, who seem to 
be least in need of public charity. 
But those differing with him must 
at least admit the refreshing nov- 
elty of having a demand for tar- 
iff increase, or any suri of class 
preference, ‘based honestly upon 
economic conditions instead of be- 
ing promoted as a scheme to ‘‘win 
the war.’’ 

Quebec Exemptions Again. 

A Canadian ' press despatch 
dated Quebec, May 10th, states 
the central appeal judge, Mr. Jus- 
tice Duff, of the supreme court, 
Ottawa, ‘‘has granted exemption 
‘from military service to all the 
“shipyard employees working on 
‘shipbuilding at the Davis yards.’’ 

Section 5 of the new conscrip- 
tion act expressly provides that: 
“Any exemption  theretofore 
‘granted to any man of any such 
‘(named age or year of birth shall 
‘fcease and no claim for exemp- 
*‘tion by or in respect of any man 
“shall be entertained or consider- 
‘ted,’ except that the minister 
may grant exemption because of 
the service of other members of 
the family in the actual theatre of 
war, The act distinctly holds out 
the idea that there shall be no ex- 
emptions. It is on the supposed 
universal and equal application of 
the act that farming operations 
are largely being brought to a 
standstill throughout the prairie 
West. That there is need of ships 
to carry food across the ocean is 
certainly true. But unless the 
food is produced the ships can’t 
carry it. Exemption of shipbuild- 
ers and the drastic drafting of 
farmers does not seem to be the 
best way to meet the case. The 
Davis shipbuilding company, of 
Quebec, evidertly has a bigger 
pull with the Union government 
than have the farmers of Alberta. 


A B.C, Precedent. 

The municipality of South Van- 
couver being unable to meet its 
obligations, the provincial auth- 
orities took charge of its affairs, 
in order to prevent default and 


rassing problems with which the 
provincial authorities now find 
themselves confronted is what to 
do with land taken over by the 
municipality at tax sales. The 
taxes formerly paid upon this land 
now have to be collected from the 
other taxpayers in the commun- 
ity, which imposes upon them an 


excessive burden, The provincial | 


treasurer announced a few days 
ago that the question was to be 
taken up in conference with the 
Dominion authorities, in hope 
that some means could be devised 
for turning this non-revenue-pro- 
ducing land to account in some 
Way so as to get money out of it. 
The incident is not without local 
interest, in view of the approach- 
ing tax sale, and also of the recent 
amendment to the city charter by 
which the city is obliged to take 
over atl land which is offered at 
tax sales but not sold. The num- 
ber of lots being offered is large, 
which means that unless the sale 
jis very successful the city will 
|have to take over a very large 
{amount of property, which tHere- 
by becomes temporarily exempt 
from taxation, and that taxes on 
other property and on_ business 
improvements and income will be 
proportionately increased. The 
South Vancouver experience is a 
reminder that it is one thing to 
take over unsaleable property and 
another thing to get revenue out 
f it. 


Are There Pros. Among Them? 


It would be useful to know 
whether these delegations and pe- 
titions through which rural On 
tario is protesting against the 
new conscription order represent 
only those farmers who voted last 
ifall against the Military Service 
jact. If so they seem to be mak- 
‘ing a noise out of proportion to 
their numbers. 


Should Be Revenue-Producer. 
The newly announced tax of 15 
cents per day on films used in 
moving picture establishments is 
among the things that were to be 
expected. It should yield a pretty 
large sum to the Dominion treas- 


ury, considering the number of | 


moving picture houses running in 
Canada, and the frequency with 
which films are changed, and does 
not seem large enough to embar- 
rass the business. 


The Crowning Achievement. 
The acting Minister of Finance 


says twenty-five millions must be | 


voted by Parliament to meet the 
present year’s obligations of the 
C.N.R. The more the situation de- 
velops the more apparent it be- 
comes that Mackenzie and Mann 
never achieved so remarkable a 
financial triumph in their whole 
astounding career as when they 
unloaded their debts upon the 
country on condition that they get 
paid for allowing the public to as- 
sume them.

| Publicity Pays the Public. 
Colonel Labatt has decided to 
forego his total disability pension 
of $1,500 per year, in view of the 
publicity that has been given to 
the fact that he is well enough to 
discharge the duties of pension 
commissioner at a salary of $5,000 
per year. If the Colonel had no 
scruples about taking the money 
he at least was sensitive about 
it being known, In that he seems 
to differ from the Ministers, who 
paid him one salary because he 
was unable to work and a three- 
| times larger salary for working, 
and who did not cut off either sal- 
ary when the news got out. It is in 
order to note that under the re- 
cent order-in-council for the sup- 
pression of criticism a newspaper 
could be put out of existence by 
summary action of the Secretary 
of State for calling attention to a 
waste of public money such as has 
been going on in this instance. 


Britishers Respond 
When Needed. 

Despatches from Australia note 
that enlistments there are increas- 
ing, the returns for the last weeks 
being the best in many months, 
The desperate fighting on the 
Western front, and the advance 
the enemy has succeeded in mak- 
ing, no doubt accounts for the im- 
provement in recruiting condi- 
tions in Australia, as it accounted 
for a great boom in enlistments 
in England and Wales. Through- 
out the course of the war, as in 
previous wars, recruiting in Brit- 
ish countries has always been 
best when things at the front 
were not going altogether satis- 
factorily. That is to say, when the 
need of men was made apparent, 
the men were forthcoming. The 
conclusion is inevitable, that had 
the British and Canadian govern- 
ments six or eight months ago tak- 
en measures to make plain the 
need of additional men to meet 
the enemy offensive this spring, 


the men could have been secured, | 


whether by voluntary or compul- 
sory means, with a minimum of 
protest on the ground of economic 
distrubance, 


A press dispatch from Washing- 
lton, dated May 10th, announces 
that to relieve the fuel oil shortage 
in California an order is to be is- 
sued prohibiting the use of fuel 
oil in parts of the Pacific North- 
West. Oregon, Washington, Alas- 
ka and British Columbia will be 
jaffected by the order. Not long 
since it was supposed that there 
was enough fuel oil available in 
California to supply the world. 
Whether the flow is exhausted ‘or 
the demand for oil has so stupen- 
dously increased, does not serious- 
ly matter. The point is that on 
Ithe responsibility of the highest 
authority in the United States the 
transportation and other  indus- 
tries of the North Pacific Coast 
which have been dependent on fuel 
oil for some years past, will have 
to either find some other sources 
of supply or revert + to fuel other 
than oil. An enormous amount of 
fuel oil is used in the transporta- 
tion interests of British Columbia. 
The C.P.R. and G.T.P. railway 
lines use oil west of the moun- 
tains, and the steamers plying on 
the coast use it almost entirely; 
besides, many industries on the 
coast are equally dependent on 
fuel oil. 

This new condition brings into 
urgent prominence the question of 
oil supply east of the Rocky moun- 
tains. The oil excitement which 
centered at Calgary in 1913 has 
passed. While there are sever- 
al wells, there is no evidence of a 
[SPBRLY sufficient to have any ser- 
ious bearing on meeting a world 
demand; and in any ease, the pro- 
duct of the South Alberta wells is 
high-grade iluminating, and not 
the fuel oil, which is the basis of 
transportation west of the moun- 
tains, This condition will no doubt 
turn the attention of the investing 
| public strongly to the evidences of 
fuel oil in the country north of Ed- 
monton, in the drainage basins of 
the Athabasca and Peace Rivers. 
The strike of oil in the two Me- 
Arthur wells some fourteen miles 
north of Peace River town prove 
| beyond doubt the existence of the 


| product in that particular part of 
the country. The only question is 
as to the quantity available. 

In judging as to the possibilities 


sider the geological situation. The 
|Rocky mountains—a_ great up- 
| heaval caused, not by volcanic ac- 
jtion but by shrinkage of the 
earth’s crust—are largely of lime- 
istone formation, especially on 
their easterly slope. Speaking 
geologicaly, they are probably the 
most recent mountain formation 
in the world. The Laurentian for- 
jmation, which is of granite char- 
acter, and, speaking geologically, 
is of the oldest in the world, (and 
which oe¢upies such a large part 
of the country north of the St. 
Lawrence River and Lakes, be- 
ginning at the Labrador coast), 
jextends north-westerly through 
éastern and northern Manitoba 
and northern Saskatchewan, to 
the eastern boundary of the Pro- 
vince of Alberta, and _ thence 
north-westerly to the Arctic 
Ocean, paralleling in some degree 
the course of the Rocky Moun- 
tains, but with a more pronounced 
westerly direction. Therefore the 
distance between these two dis- 
tinct formations narrows as they 
approach the Arctic Ocean, In la- 
titude 55 they are not less than 
400 miles apart, while at the Are- 
tie Circle they approach within 
200 miles of each other, The 
trough between the Rockies on the 
west and the Laurentian on the 
east, from about latitude 55, is oc- 
cupied by the drainage basin of 


the Great Mackenzie river, of 
which the Athabasea and the 
Peace are the two main streams. 


Throughout the whole of this vast 
area the geological conditions are 
almost identical. The basie forma- 
tion is limestone, and evidences of 
petroleum are found at many 
points throughout its whole ex- 
tent, 

On the Athabasca limestone be- 
gins to show in the banks at a 
point between Grand Rapids and 
MeMurray about latitude 46,50. 
Tar sands are seen overlying the 


MeMurray, for a distance of more 
than 100 miles, At intervals all 
the way down the great stretch of 
river from MeMaurray to the head 
of the Mackenzie delta, limestone 
and tar sand, or petroleum seep- 
ages, are to be found, Naturally, 
the presence of »such enormous 
bodies of tar sand has attracted 
the attention of oil men for many 
years, and several borings have 
been made, both above and below 
MeMurray ; but owing first to dif- 
ficulties of transportation, and 
then to financial conditions, the 
work of development has been 
practically stopped during recent 
years. The construction of the 
Waterways railway will bring the 
territory surrounding McMurray 
into easy reach of transportation 
and supplies, and already two 
drilling rigs are being set up at 
points adjacent to the railway 


i THE BUDGET FOR 1918 
From Monetary Times: 

The revenue of Canada for the fis- 
cal year ended March 31st was $258,- 
000,000, or $26,000,000 more than the 
revenue for the preceding year. Ex- 
penditure on revenue account was 
$173,000,000, and on capital account 
$30,000,000. This left a surplus of 
$55,000,000 to be applied to war ex- 
penditure. The war expenditure for 
the year was $345,000,000, and the 
total war expenditure so far was $878,- 
000,000. The national debt is now 


000,000 before the war. 

It is estimated that $980,000,000 will 
be required for the current fiscal year. 
This includes $230,000,000 for the civil 
budget, $425,000,000 for war expendi- 
ture, and $325,000,000 for financing, 
in part, British war orders in Canada. 
There remaina unexpended §130,000,- 
000 of the Victory Loan, and revenue 
of $270,000,00) igs counted on. The 
cost of maintenance of Canadian 
troops overseas is to be financed by 
Britain to the extent of $300,000,000, 
and for the balance of $280,000,000 


loans will be necessury.

Is England ever going to realize that 
this is a struggle for the supremacy 
of the world? 

Words cannot express the immeas- 
urable disgust I feel when I walk 
about the West End of London and 
watch the jostling, surging crowds. 
What are they dving? Where are they 
going? Are they doing anything to 
win the war? I doubt it. 

In Berlin I never saw hundreds of 
officers, naval and military, walking 
about the streets with apparently no- 


thing to do but attend to their pri- 
vate business, All the German officers 
I saw were either employed in ad- 
ministrative duties in the capital or 
were passing through on their w&y 
to the front. 

There are no “camouflage colonefs” 
in Berlin. The Germans are not in
